Cuttack showed a decrease of 3,260 maunds. The decrease in Cuttack is 
attributed to the heavy rains of March 1886. 

6. ‘Ihe total quantity of excise salt sold amounted to 4,78,749 maunds 
against 5,01,255 maunds in 1884-85, yielding a duty of Rs, 9,57,498 against 
Rs, 10,02,512 in the previous year, ‘lhere was a decrease in the sales, amount- 
ing, in the 24-Pergunnahs, to 2,989 maunds, in Cuttack to 20,719 maunds, 
and in Balasore to 11,859 maunds; while in Pooree there was an inerease of 
13,060 maunds. The decrease in the 24-Pergunnahs is said to be due to 
the stock of salt in the golahs haying been disposed of, It is reported that 
the decrease in Cuttack was very probably caused by an illicit trade carried 
on in the district, unsuspected by the Executive,and unhindered by the 
Police.

against the headings as to the area of holdings—a matter generally settled by 
leaving the column blank, ‘This course is legal and correct where, as generally” 
happens, the landlord does not really know what the precise area is, 
remain the cases which the law was designed to meet, those in which the landlord 
has been keeping his accounts so as to show a higher rent than that which is 
authorised by law, or acknowledged by the ryots; those in which illegal cesses 
have heen collected ; and those whero, through the former neglect of zemindars to 
grant receipts and pattahs, everything isin confusion, and the real rent bas 
never been ascertained. As the Collector of Mymensing remarks, “ where _ 
neither will trust the other, and where the character of the holding, the 
quantity of land, and theamount of rent, are all in dispute, there seems no way 
of settling matters but by the arbitrament of the Civil Court, or by the opera-_ 
tion of the Revenue authorities under the Tenancy Act.” On ‘such — > 
the first effect of the new law may be to increase contention, with the titties 
result of producing a satisfactory settlement. Even in these instances, it may 
be remarked, what brings matters to an issue is merely the insistance on the 
discharge of an obligation which existed under the old law, and has alwe 
been considered necessary in Bengal—the entry in the receipts of the period in _ 
respects of which rent is a paid. ‘This is a necessary form of honesty and fair 
dealing, insisted on in business, of every kind, and if its observance in transac- 
tions between Bengal zemindars and their ryots causes friction, that is the 
best proof that the precaution is necessary either to clear up uncertainty, 
or to prevent fraud. 

28. A few minor points as to the working of the Act are mentioned in the 
extracts given in the Board’s report. In Nuddea tho zemindars are much 
concerned as to the meaning of section 188, which is interpreted by | 
authorities as preventing one of several joint proprietors from suing sep: 
for his share of the rent. The Collector of Pubna writes— ! :

Moderately strong winds 
ecasional severe rain and wind squalls probably prevailed over the centré and south 
Bay, but there was no definite centra of convergence until the 6th, when the first 
- signs of concentration were indicated in a somewhat doubtful manner. 
~The observations of the 7th showed clearly that it had developed into a cyclone of 
some intensity, which was probably marching westwards to the Coromandel coast. It 
~ inereased considerably in intensity during the next 48 hours. The centre crossed the 
Coromandel coast a little to the north of Madras about 10a. 1. on Taesday, the LOth. 
[ts approach towards the Madras coast caused a fall of nearly half an inch in the 
barometer at that station, As invariably happens with large cyclonic cepressions in 
the Bay, the outer limits of the disturbance extended to the coast districts of Bengal 
- aud to the whole of Orissa. The flow of dry, eool air from the North-Western Provinces 
across Behar and Chutia Nagpur into Bengal was suspended, Clear weather with light 
tocal breezes prevailed in Behar and the northern districts of Bengal. The winds in 
the outer portions of the eastern and northern quadrants of the distarbance brought tp 
‘imuch cloud into South Bengal and The north-casterly and easterly winds of this 
portion of the area of disturbance circulated slowly over the low and damp und of 
the Sunderbunds and Southern Bengal, and hence were utterly different in oul ter to 
the dry land winds which they had temporarily displaced.
